Janet Abrahamse loves her 
backyard, and the beautiful 
Carolinian forest behind it. 

But she doesn't like worrying 
about a tree coming down on her 
roof or shed, as one did Thursday 
morning. 

She's been trying to convince 
somebody from the federal gov¬ 
ernment that their trees need trim¬ 
ming, before a disaster occurs. 

Many of the homes along 
Shakespeare Ave. in the 

small backyards that border the 
Department of National Defence 
property, and some of them have 
fences, yards, sheds and homes 
that have branches from the 
mature trees from the Carolinian 
forest hanging over them. 

About a year ago Abrahamse 
heard a large tree fall behind her 
home. It didn't hit anything, but it

A unique tombstone 
that has weathered almost 
two centuries has been 
removed from the St. 
Davids United Church 
cemetery, restored and 
relocated inside the 
church where it is on dis¬ 
play to all who enter. 

The tombstone was 
discovered by the Niagara 
Foundation during an 
inventory of the cemeter¬ 
ies in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, and identified as an 
important heritage land¬ 
mark at risk due to 200 
years of exposure to harsh 
weather. 

The engraving of the 
memorial and poem on 
the original stone make it 
a superb example of early 
tombstone folk art, says 
Foundation member Dr. 
Richard Merritt, so it was 
agreed it should be moved 
and preserved as a per¬ 
manent memorial. 

The tombstone belongs 
to Maria Woodruff 


DeVeaux, the third child 
of Ezekiel and Sarah Hall 
Woodruff. She was born 
in Connecticut in 1786, 
and settled with her fam¬ 
ily in the St. Davids area 
inthemid-1790s. 

She married Samuel 
DeVeaux during the War 
of 1812, and settled in 
LeRoy, New York, where 
he was a store owner and 
postmaster. 

Maria died in 1815 and 
was buried in New York, 
her grave identified by 
the sandstone marker. 

Samuel returned to St. 
Davids and married 
Sarah, Maria's older sis¬ 
ter. The couple relocated 
to Niagara Falls, NY, 
where he was appointed a 
judge, and helped orga¬ 
nize two churches before 
dying from cholera in 
1852. 

By then one of the 
wealthiest men in Niagara, 
he was buried in the 
Woodruff family plot in 
St. Davids. In his will he 
left an endowment of 
$175,000 toward the 
establishment of DeVeaux 
College in New York, 
which carried out its 
mandate of educating 
destitute children until 
1972, when most of its 
property was absorbed by 
Niagara University. 

Sarah died 12 years 
after her husband and 
was buried in St. Davids 


next to Samuel. 

In the early 1960s, the 
college faculty decided 
the remains of Maria and 
her tombstone should be 
moved to St. Davids as 
well, and so on May 11, 
1963, her remains were 
re-interred in the 
Woodruff family plot and 
the original tombstone 
set in place, attended by 
14 descendents of the 
Woodruff family. 

Last week, the Niagara 
Foundation unveiled the 
replacement they com¬ 
missioned and funded, 
an exact replica of the 
original, which now sits 
on the site of the original 

Three descendants 
were on hand for the cer¬ 
emony, Richard Woodruff 
of St. Davids, his cousin 
Gail Woodruff of Niagara 
Falls, who has researched 
the family extensively, 
and John Walker, who 
helped fund the restora¬ 
tion, along with the 
Niagara Community 
Foundation. 

John and Norris 
Walker's mother was a 
Woodruff, and they are 
also descendants of 
Maria. 

“We're here this morn¬ 
ing to formally recognize 
the fabulous restored 
tombstone, now in its 
permanent home as a 
memorial in the interior 


of St. Davids United 
Church and to unveil this 
remarkable replica of the 
tombstone which marks 
the last resting place of 
Maria Woodruff Deveaux 
in the Woodruff family 
plot,” said Michael Howe, 
president of the Niagara 
Foundation, to a small 
gathering of people in the 
cemetery. 

The process from the 
discovery of the tomb¬ 
stone, badly cracked and 
in "perilous” condition, 
in the cemetery, to its res¬ 
toration did not proceed 
at "lightning pace," said 

Woodruff descendants 
were required to sign off 
on their proposal, 
explained Gail Woodruff, 
and that took some time. 

"We wanted to ensure 
the tombstone was going 
to be in a safe location, 
that was our main con¬ 
cern, and we wanted it on 
display in an appropriate 
place. We didn’t want it 
buried in a basement 
where no one would see 

“This would have been 
her church, not this build¬ 
ing but the original one,” 
said Richard. "This is 
where the stone should 
be.” 

The Woodruff family, 
he said, would look into a 
plaque that would explain 
the history of the stone 


and possibly provide bet¬ 
ter lighting for it. 

Established in 1962 as 
a voluntary charitable 
organization, The Niagara 
Foundation promotes the 


history, traditions and 
culture of the Niagara 
area, and is dedicated to 
restoring and maintain¬ 
ing the architecture of the

‘Poisoned’ council-staff 
atmosphere plagues region 


The “poisoned atmo¬ 
sphere” between 
Niagara Region council¬ 
lors and staff has hit the 
rumour mill, but a third- 
party watchdog could 
be an antidote, says 
Niagara’s regional chair. 

Gary Burroughs told 
QMI Niagara's editorial 
board Monday that 
some regional council¬ 
lors’ mistreatment of 
public employees shows 
why the Region needs 
an integrity commis¬ 
sioner to enforce a 
shored-up code of con- 

He said a credit rat¬ 
ing agency commented 
on the issue when they 
assessed the Region's 
finances, while some 
candidates for vacant 
Region j obs have voiced 
doubts as to whether 
they want to work in a 
03QC environmen^ ^ 

about all the residents 
of Niagara,” he said. 
“They look to us for gov¬ 
ernment. They don’t 
look at us for contro¬ 
versy all the time.” 

Talk of a new set of 
rules for councillors — 
and an integrity com¬ 
missioner, the only pub- 

punishments like pay 
cuts on councillors — is 
expected to come up at 

meeting. 

It follows a move by 
councillors to tighten 
up rules on council-on- 
staff contact, made in 
the wake of a closed- 
door report on some 

iour towards staffers. A 
later report — a Board 
of Health evaluation — 
showed councillors’ 
trust in each other has 
dipped drastically. 

Acting CAO Patrick 
Robson said some 
Region staffers have 
been interrogated, 
berated and screamed 
at when they have gone 
before council. And he 
said some councillors 
have made “snide com¬ 


ments” towards staffers 
following their ques- 


“At times, you might 
think the staff person 
was on the criminal wit¬ 
ness stand,” he said. 

Burroughs said two 
complaints — each 

cillor — have been dealt 
with internally. A third 
is outstanding. 

“The behaviour has 
not continued in both 
cases that did go 
through,” he said. 

And he said council¬ 
lors went through an 
“outrageous stage” of 
using BlackBerry 
Messenger to commu¬ 
nicate on the council 
floor. He said the BBMs 
even influenced votes, 


cillors realized the mes¬ 
sages were tracked. 

He touted an integri¬ 
ty commissioner as giv¬ 
ing consequences to 
council's behaviour. 

While people are 
passionate, Robson 
said, passion for the 
topic must go hand-in- 
hand with respect for 
decorum. Not address¬ 
ing staffs’ complaints 
about abusive council¬ 
lors makes the Region 
complied, he added. 

Council’s anti-bully- 
ing moves called on 
staff to file workplace 
harassment complaints 
against elected officials 
as needed. But Robson 
said that's a last resort. 

Burroughs said the 
Region would be on the 
hook if an employee 
went to court over coun¬ 
cil abuse. 

Councillors passed a 
new code of conduct 
last year, but Robson 
said it was watered

Robson, who previ¬ 
ously worked for a 
human rights organiza¬ 
tion, said most conflict 
arises from either a mis¬ 
understanding or mis- 
communication. 

“The best way to stop 
conflict is avoiding it in 
the first place,” he said. 

What’s an integrity 
commissioner? 

missioner isn’t required 
in any municipality, but 
is the only official able 
to levy punishments on 
councillors who violate 
their code of conduct. 
That can mean a formal 
reprimand or docking 
up to 90 days’ worth of 
council pay. 

missioneT >U do? a C One 
recent incident saw two 
Toronto city councillors 
apologize to the city’s 
manager after their 
integrity commissioner 
ruled they broke the 
code of conduct with 

a staff report. 

The report expected 
to be discussed at coun¬ 
cil Thursday says the 
Region should hire its 
own commissioner 
rather than entering 


Burroughs blamed 
council’s attitude on a 
24-7 news cycle and a 
trend towards instant 
access to information. 

“I think it’s not just 
Niagara. I think it’s 
everywhere,” he said. 

And while he said 
differing opinions are 
healthy, "you have to be 
careful. Obviously 
respect is a fine line.”

Respect must work both ways 

Mazza lost his cool. He accused the Lord 


The atmosphere at our Town council 
meetings is not exactly poisonous, as 
regional chair Gary Burroughs describes 
regional council, but it certainly has had 
its tense moments that are uncomfortable 
to witness. 

This week was no exception. It’s not 
unusual for Lord Mayor Dave Eke and 
Councillor Martin Mazza to have verbal 
sparring matches. Mazza has in the past 
been accused of being disrespectful, he 
has apologized and he has tried to keep 
his frustration in check. It's visible to all 
who watch his body language that he’s 
struggling. And as he freely admits, he’s 
not the most articulate person on council, 
nor is he comfortable when he stands up 
to speak in public, and that may contrib¬ 
ute to his difficulty sometimes getting his 
point across. 

This week, he let loose. He had a list of 
items that he wanted discussed under the 
new business portion of the agenda. 
Unfortunately, some are items that others 
might rather be left untouched. 

So when he asked a question, one that 
came about as a result of another discus¬ 
sion and seemed appropriate to him (and 
others), and was told by Lord Mayor Dave 
Eke that it wasn't the proper time for that 
question (nor would there be that night), 


Mayor of burying his head in the sand—in 
other words, Mazza explained later, he 
believes the mayor is not anxious to dis¬ 
cuss certain issues in public. 

Mazza’s unanswered question was 
regarding gas tax at the region and wheth¬ 
er it could offset the cost of regional tran¬ 
sit, following a brief mention of the Town's 
gas tax rebate. It was puzzling that our 
Lord Mayor didn’t grab the opportunity to 
answer that one. 

Mazza's other questions were for 
updates about the Lincoln County Humane 
Society's claim the town owes it money, 
and why the region couldn’t cut the tall 
grass on ditches bordering Niagara Stone 
Rd., especially last week, when the pre¬ 
miers were in town. He also pressed for 
more information on a discussion about 
the jet boat company, which is apparently 
not fulfilling all of the conditions of its 

The tension and antagonism between 
Mazza and the Lord Mayor and some 
members of staff is evident. But whatever 
the reason for it, it has no place at public 

Frustration on both sides needs to be 
kept under control, and respect has to 
work both ways.

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Something heavy 
in Light in the Piazza 


"What happened here? 
That’s the story,” begins the 
Light in the Piazza, the Shaw 
Festival musical that opened 
Friday at the Court House. 

The story, based on a 
novella written in the 1960s, 
is a romance, but as it 
unfolds, it becomes obvious 
that it’s not the traditional 
love story one might expect 
when a beautiful young girl 
falls head-over-heels for an 
equally smitten handsome 
young Italian while on holi¬ 
day in the Florence of the 
1950s. 

It’s also not the light¬ 
hearted musical such a 
romance might be expected 

Adam Guettel (he also 
wrote the music for Floyd 
Collins, produced by the 
Shaw Festival in 2004) tells a 
highly emotional, intense 
tale through his opera-like 
score. It’s tough and it's 
complicated, yet in the end, 
it’s another love conquering 


all theme—the difficulties 
created by language barri¬ 
ers, different cultures, and a 
protective mother fall by the 
wayside. 

Margaret Johnson (Patty 
Jamieson at her best) is an 
American wife and mother 
who has travelled to Italy 
with her daughter, to revisit 
some of the places she had 
been with her husband on 
their honeymoon, reliving 
memories of a happier 

The first question that 
comes to mind is why she 
isn’t there with her hus¬ 
band, but that is another 
story, one that is unfortu¬ 
nately more hinted at than 
explained.

instantly accept Clara for 
who she is, provides some 
comic relief with their strong 
Italian temperaments and 


audience as well, but 
although we may not always 
understand the words, we 
can’t miss their meaning, 
especially when Fabrizio 
sings his heart out for his 
dear Clara. He produces a 
huge sound in a small room 
at the intimate Court House, 
leaving us in no doubt of 
what he is feeling.
